"special delivery" to local post office

Early mowers and reapers 
replaced hand tools 


For decades, farmers "made do" with the hand tools and 
farming practices (all requiring heavy manual labor) used 
for centuries by their ancestors. However, by the middle of 
the 19th century, several factors applied pressure to that an- 
cient way of life. Schools were more numerous, and rural 
folks were becoming better educated. The telegraph brought 
news of the outside world to local newspapers, which passed 
it along to their readers. Also, during the 1860s, hundreds 
of thousands of men served in the Union and Confederate 
armies, drastically reducing the manpower available to till, 
plant, cultivate and harvest crops. 

Sickles, scythes and cradle scythes were the implements of 
choice for cutting hay and grain, but these hand tools were 
slow and required lots of manpower. Machines to mow hay 
and cut grain were developed during the decades just before 
the war. Obed Hussey and Cyrus McCormick tussled over 
which one of them made the first reaper. William Ketchum 
patented a one-wheel hay-mowing machine in 1847. Cyre- 
nus Wheeler and Cornelius Aultman (the latter from nearby 
Canton, Ohio) patented hay mowers during the 1850s. 


Small manufacturers side-stepped costly 
transportation charges 

During the Civil War, Salem was in the center of a large 
agricultural region that was demanding the newfangled 
mowers and reapers. Even though the railroad had arrived 
in 1852, transportation charges for machinery were high 
and production of the new equipment seemed like a good 
opportunity for local manutacturers. 

One of these Salem manufacturers was Taber, Pope & 
Street, who started the Novelty Works in 1856 to build

he industrial base of Salem, Ohio, 
where I long lived, is today a 
pale shadow of the booming 





factories, foundries and machine 
shops that once crowded along the railroad 
tracks at the southern end of town. Long- 
forgotten firms with names such as Buckeye 
Engine, Victor Stove, Silver & Deming, 
Grove Chewing Gum, Salem Wire Nail Mill, 
Aetna Mfg. and Salem Mfg. Co. once gave 
employment to thousands of men and boys. 
Many of these manufacturing concerns were started by 
men who recognized the need for a product, and who had 
the ability or the genius, as well as the determination, to in- 
vent, improve and manufacture that product. Hundreds of 


small towns across the country had similar farm equipment 
inventors and manufacturers.

Aetna shops, lightness and strength are 
combined in it. It would be inexcusable 
. for a farmer to look beyond Salem 
for a thorough and reliable harvester.” 
Look beyond Salem they must have, 
however. Aetna Mfg. Co. went out of 
business in 1874. Aetna Mfg. and Amos 
Rank were soon forgotten, while Deere, 
McCormick and Case became rich and 
famous, and their machines flowed out 
of the factories for another century or 
more. FC

a large, two-story building used 
for machining parts, final as- 
sembly and painting. Nearby, 
there were a foundry and a large 
blacksmith shop, a coal and 
sand house, and a “commodi- 
ous Office and store room.” 
Raw materials used in annual 


production of 1,500 machines es 
included 500 tons of coal, 700 мй 


tons of pig iron and 200 tons of 
wrought iron. During the busy 
season, there were 125 work- 
men, supervised by foremen 
who owned stock in the firm and who 
' ... Shared the profits of the business." 

A blurb in the Aug. 10, 1870, Salem 
Journal extolled the new Aetna selt-rake 
reaper, which had just been patented 
by Mr. Rank, saying: "We cannot doubt 
that the farmer will find this selt-rake 
a real improvement over former meth- 
ods, and worthy the attention of those 
to whom a good harvester is (essen- 
tial). Like all the work turned out at the 
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small oscillating steam engines and 
other machinery. Charles Taber (the se- 
nior partner) and J.W. Street patented 
a mower in 1862, but J. Oscar Taber 
was the main inventor. In 1863, Oscar 
invented a swath board and stick for 
mowers, and in March 1868, a drop- 
ping platform and reel that converted 
a mowing machine into a reaper. 

Just a month later, Oscar patented a 
combined harvester and mower, which 
went into production as the "Quaker." 
Charles Taber died in about 1869 and 
Oscar incorporated the firm as the Sa- 
lem Mfg. Co. early in 1870, with capi- 
talization of $80,000. 

Oscar patented a new mower (the 
“Improved Quaker”) in March 1870. 
It could also harvest grain with an at- 
tached reel and dropping attachment 
patented by him. 

At least seven mower and reaper pat- 
ents were issued to J. Oscar Taber be- 
tween 1863 and 1870, as well as a cou- 
ple to one of his employees, Charles 
N. Owen. Despite an 1870 account 
that claimed the Salem Mfg. Co. and 
its 120 employees were building 1,200 
mowers and reapers annually, in about 
1870 the firm ceased operations, for 
unknown reasons. 


Prolific inventor Amos 
Rank and Aetna Mfg. 

Amos Rank was another prolific Sa- 
lem inventor and manufacturer of 
reapers and mowers. Born Dec. 5, 1837, 
in nearby Stark County, he built a large 
brick Italianate-style house in Salem in 
1869 that still stands today. In 1870, a 
writer said of Rank: " ... a worthy man 
in the right place, ingenious, skillful as 
a mechanic, urbane, of strict integrity, 
public spirited, he has ... the respect 
and confidence of the community." 

In 1864, Rank started Aetna Mfg. Co. 
(probably originally known as Barn- 
aby, Rank & Co.) to build the Ohio 
mower and reaper under the patents of 
Ephraim Ball, who was associated with 
Cornelius Aultman of Canton. Rank 
incorporated in 1866, and set out to 
develop his own line of mowers and 
reapers. 

I found 22 patents issued to Amos 
Rank between 1865 and 1873, all for 
mowers and reaping attachments, 
or various improvements to the ma- 
chines. In addition, he was issued at 
least three patents for improvements 
to railroad cattle cars. That’s many 
more patents than were issued to John 
Deere, Cyrus McCormick and Jerome I. 
Case, combined.

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Tim Musselman grew up in Galion, 
Ohio, where the Andrews Dairy truck 
made regular stops. Tim’s memories of 
those days resurfaced after members of 
his car club visited a collector’s home 
where an unusual truck was displayed. 
“T could not be along that day,” he says. 
“Without any specifics, club members 
encouraged me to check it out.” 

Out of curiosity, he went to see the 
truck, which turned out to be a 1948 
International Model KB-2 from the An- 
drews Dairy fleet. “It was the same truck 
from which we bought ice cream as 
kids. It immediately captured my inter- 
est, as I loved the style of that truck,” 
he says. “The engine didn’t run, but 
the metal was reasonably good. Within 
10 minutes from when I first saw the 
truck, I had it bought for $8,000. The 
truck had additional meaning as my 
dad's print shop provided services for 
Andrews Dairy." 

Seeing the truck spurred memories. 
"I remembered those great times, play- 
ing with my friends as a kid," Tim says. 
"When the ice cream truck came into 
our neighborhood, kids would yell, 'the 
ice cream man is here!’ Word spread 
quickly. We’d run home to get a nickel

OHIO MAN COMPLETES FULL 
RESTORATION OF 1948 
INTERNATIONAL KB-2 
ICE CREAM TRUCK

ountry kids have fond memories of summer 
visits to their “city slicker” friends, in part 
because of ice cream trucks. When the ice cream 





truck arrived in a neighborhood, signaled by 
music broadcast over a loud speaker, play time stopped and 
everyone gathered to enjoy frozen treats.

the door glass were replaced at a cost of 
$500. Fortunately, the doors’ internal 
mechanisms worked properly once the 
glass was replaced, he says. 

The truck’s 960-pound ice cream 
freezer is an aftermarket product. In- 
credibly, the freezer’s compressor was 
in working condition. “I breathed a 
sigh of relief when I first turned on the 
compressor,” Tim says. He had a local 
refrigeration service check for leaks and 
recharge the unit. When the freezer is 
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International trucks were hard to locate 
and quite expensive. 

After putting the truck on blocks, 
Tim removed the fenders and chrome 
pieces. He welded metal parts that were 
loose, especially those around the fend- 
ers. Metal parts were sandblasted in 
preparation for priming and painting. 


Two major challenges stood in the 
way of restoration. Every piece of glass 
in the truck was broken and the win- 
dow run channels were shot. In addi- 
tion, chrome pieces on the truck were 
covered by paint over-spray from a pre- 
vious restoration attempt. 

Removing paint from the chrome was 
tedious and time-consuming. “It was a 
tough job scraping it off,” Tim says. Nu- 
merous small strips of chrome comprise 
the grill, and many hinges were also 
made of chrome. 

Tim had new glass made according to 
the truck’s specifications. Felt guides for 
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from mom to buy a treat. Those good 
times have been firmly embedded in 
my mind with the purchase and resto- 
ration of the truck.” 


After Andrews Dairy retired the 1948 
International Model KB-2, the truck 
changed hands twice. The man who 
owned the truck before Tim began the 
restoration process, but lost interest. 
When Tim got hold of the truck, one of 
his early decisions was whether to retain 
the dairy fleet’s original colors of gray 
and white. “I decided to paint the truck 
one solid color,” Tim says. “I discovered 
an off-white shade called Vanilla Shake. I 
thought it would be an appropriate color 
for an ice cream truck.” Shades of red 
used on the Andrews name and accent 
points set off nicely from the off-white. 

The International’s Green Diamond 
6-cylinder engine was plagued by a de- 
teriorated intake gasket, and the spark 
plugs were beyond use. Tim quickly 
learned that replacement parts for old

There were few differences between 
the KB-1 and the KB-2. The two models 
share most of the same mechanical and 
chassis components. Their rear axles 
are supported by a single roller bearing. 
With a heavier load rating, the KB-2 had 
a stronger suspension. Headlights were 
built into the fenders; the hood had an 
alligator-style opening. 

Chrome “wings” were added to the 
sides of the grille in the KB-1 through 
KB-5 models. Chrome was used in a 
wrap-around piece on the front hood, 
in a hood ornament and in lettering in- 
dicating model designation below the 
International nameplate on each side of 
the hood. 


The ice cream truck is not Tim's first 
restoration project. He has restored 
more than 20 vehicles, including trac- 
tors, automobiles and fire trucks. "My 
most challenging restoration was the 
1928 Seagrave fire truck that originally 
belonged to the Bucyrus, Ohio, fire de- 
partment," he says. 

But few pieces in his collection 
have resulted in as much plain, old 
fashioned fun. "It gave me great sat- 
isfaction when it was completed," Tim 
says. "I've displayed it and served ice 
cream from it for many special events. 
It always draws a crowd. And I mar- 
vel at the smiles it brings to admiring 
adults and children.” FC

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introduced over time. After the 1930s, 
when the C and D lines were manu- 
factured, International trucks moved 
into a modern era. In 1940, the com- 
pany introduced the K line. This in- 
novative new line ranged in size from 
half-ton pickups to giant six-wheelers. 
Large transport rigs were designed to 
haul cargo over highways; other mod- 
els transported heavy loads over rug- 
ged, off-highway terrain. The company 
manufactured 82,626 trucks that year. 


In 1947, International celebrated its 
40th anniversary as a truck manufac- 
turer. The company’s postwar truck line 
was designated as the KB line. The char- 
acteristic difference between the K and 
KB line was a widened lower grille with 
a wing-like appearance. The company 
sold 122,000 KB-1 and KB-2 trucks be- 
tween 1947 and 1949. The KB series was 
eventually replaced by the L series. 

The KB models progressed from 1 
through 14, designated by load capac- 
ity. For example, the KB-1 was a 1/2-ton 
model; KB-2, 3/4-ton; and KB-3, 1-ton. 
No KB-9 or KB-13 models were produced. 








needed, Tim plugs it in the night be- 
fore. “The cold plates will hold for 10-12 
hours the following day,” he says. 

Tim duplicated the original Andrews 
Dairy decals, but with a touch of his 
own. “I added ‘Ice Cream Man’ on 
the doors,” he says. “We yelled that as 
kids when the truck came through the 
neighborhood.” Whitewall tires add the 
finishing touch. 


International Harvester launched its 
motor truck line in 1907. The first high- 
wheeled, 2-cylinder outfit was known as 
the Auto Wagon. Having established a 
reputation for manufacture of farm ma- 
chinery, International built on that suc- 
cess with a motorized farm wagon de- 
signed to handle rough roads between 
farm and market. 

Although different in appearance and 
performance, there is a strong linkage 
between the early Auto Wagon and to- 
day’s International truck line. With its 
air-cooled-engine, early International 
trucks were designed to perform effi- 
ciently and economically. 

Numerous model improvements were

the Indiana and the Oliver plow - and the tractor's origi- 
nal manual, which included a priced parts list. The man- 
ual showed a full line of 16 implements for the Indiana. 
The tractor and plow remained in storage until 2010 or 
2011, when the building caught fire. All of the tractor’s 
combustible parts — wiring, distributor, plastic, copper ra- 
diator and tubing — were destroyed. 


Finding another Indiana 

Later, Neil had the tractor restored by Lee Sackett in 
Minnesota. Meanwhile, in September 2010, Neil attended 
an auction in Falun, Wisconsin. An Indiana tractor was 
listed on the sale bill. “I have to have that tractor,” Neil 
said. When he returned home, he was the proud owner 
of a second Indiana (serial no. 2180) and another Oliver 
plow. The second Indiana has also been restored by Lee 
Sackett. Today, Neil enjoys dis- 
playing the rare pair at tractor

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ncredibly, a pair of rare tractors — 

including one that’s a family tractor 

— has ended up in the same collection 

in southeast Kansas. The tractors were 
built between 1917 and 1919 by Indiana 
Silo & Tractor Co. (formerly known as Star 
Tractor Co.), Anderson, Indiana. 


The first of the two tractors - serial no. 727 — was shipped 
by the manufacturer to a dealership in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. The Indiana 5-10 was sold as the All ’Round. 

Frederic Hartwig, Humboldt, Kansas, bought the serial 
no. 727 tractor from the dealership for $900 (roughly 
$13,540 today). At the same time, he purchased a 16-inch, 
1-bottom Oliver plow for $125. 

Designed to replace horse power on the farm, the In- 
diana was equipped with a LeRoi vertical L-head engine 
and an electrical system produced by Atwater-Kent. On 
the road, it travelled at a top speed of 4mph; it was ca- 
pable of plowing about 4 acres in a 10-hour day. Early 
on, the Hartwig tractor provided belt power for use with 
a buzz saw. 

Performance test no. 62 was successfully conducted on 
the Indiana 5-10 at the University of Nebraska Sept. 13- 
17, 1920. The model was produced from 1919 to 1924. 
The 4-cylinder tractor had a bore and stroke of 3.125-by- 
4.5 inches. 


Retired from farming - but then, disaster 

Later in the 1920s, Frederic Hartwig's brother Charlie 
purchased the tractor and plow to use in plowing fields 
on the south branch of Owl Creek in Woodson County, 
Kansas, and to perform other farm work as needed. 

In 1929, under the strain of the Great Depression, Char- 
lie Hartwig and his family moved to town, where he se- 
cured work. The Indiana and the Oliver plow were unused 
for some time. Later, as conditions improved, Charlie re- 
turned to farming. But by the late 1930s, the tractor's age 
was showing. Because its drive chains showed wear and 
routinely slipped off the sprocket, the tractor was relegat- 
ed to powering a sawing operation. At some point, it was 
retired from use and stored in a shed. 

After Charlie's death in 1975, his son, Neil, inherited

But Albert, the neighbor who owned the John Deere A, 
was a Close friend of my family and our neighbors. He was a 
widower in his late 60s and seemed eager to welcome drop- 
in guests, even at mealtime. My parents often discovered 
that, yet again, I had wandered to Albert’s and shared sup- 
per with him. Although to an 11-year-old boy he seemed 
like an old man, he still proved to be agile and strong. 


Releasing the clutch - with an assist 
from Albert 


I still wonder today if my father had reservations when I 
climbed aboard the "Johnny Popper" to pull the hay slide. 

I don’t remember if rain was in the forecast, but often 
it was when haying was underway. Regardless, the farm- 
ers wanted to finish the job, so I quickly mounted the 
tractor platform and engaged the hand clutch by pushing 
the lever forward with my right hand. Bales aren’t spaced 
evenly on a field, so there is always a moment when the 
driver will need to pause to allow the pickup crew to catch 
up. Several voices yelled in unison, “stop!” I grabbed the 
clutch and pulled and pulled, but the tractor continued to 
churn ahead. The clutch wouldn’t release. 

In what seemed like no time, Albert leaped on the trac- 
tor hitch, leaned forward with an outstretched arm and 
yanked the lever. The tractor lurched to a halt. Despite 
that, I was allowed to keep driving. 


Next up: Loading the haymow 


When all the bales had been gathered, we chugged to Al- 
bert’s farm to deposit his share of the bales in his barn. I was 
still in the driver’s seat but this time a rope was attached to 
the front of the John Deere to power a pulley system to carry 
bales into the top of the barn (or the haymow). 

A hayfork would clamp down on a bundle of bales, per-

STUDIES AT THE SCHOOL 
OF HARD KNOCKS

was only 11 when I first drove a 
John Deere tractor. It was the summer 
of 1956. We were in a hay field on our 





farm, picking up bales with a wooden 
slide. The tractor pulling the slide was a 1936 
John Deere A that belonged to our neighbor 
immediately to the south. I was thrilled to 
help the local farmers who were heaping the 
slide full of square bales. 


It had been decided that I would be better suited for oper- 
ating the tractor than wrestling with the dense alfalfa bales. 
What's difficult for me to understand, even today, is that 
everyone in the field knew I was a novice in the tractor seat. 
My experience until then had been contined to my family's 
Farmall H and a neighbor's 9N Ford. 

It also was no secret that my father disliked John Deere 
tractors. He preferred the 4-cylinder Farmall engine to the 
2-cylinder John Deere. He said the foot clutch and the extra 
cylinders made for a smoother and less abrupt start, espe- 
cially when straining under a heavy load. 

My personal issue with the John Deere I was about to mount 
was its volume: This was the machine that would pierce my 
upstairs bedroom window with loud popping from the ex- 
haust on early mornings during spring planting and fall har- 
vest, when its full torque was devoted to pulling various tillage 
tools. The harder a John Deere pulls, the more it can "bark." 
This often interrupted my effort to sleep in, since this particu- 
lar neighbor was known to be an early bird in the field. 
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haps eight at once, and I would get the signal to begin 

my relatively short journey to drive the tractor in reverse. 

That would engage the pulleys and send the bales up and 
| into the barn. The rope then carried the suspended bales 
across the mow to where they could be dropped in place. 
At that precise moment, I was to stop quickly and then 
return to my starting point to await the next load. 

By this time, I guess I was feeling flush with confidence 
in my ability to pilot the tractor. I drove backward at a 
steady, slow idle. I thought this was even easier than driv- کر رم‎ cok 
ing in the field!

Then came the last load. I began backing up. But when 
the routine shout and wave came and I pulled on the 
clutch, the tractor kept moving. The clutch was stuck. 
Suddenly there arose a chorus of farmer voices yelling, 
"stop! Stop! Stop!" 

I pulled on the clutch lever with all my strength. Fi- 
nally, the tractor stopped - because the engine died. Un- 
fortunately, it wasn't because of my valiant effort with the 
clutch lever. The tractor had pulled the bale carrier off the 
track to the opposite end of the barn. It stopped when it 
banged against the wall and killed the engine. 

As one of the farmers ran toward me on the tractor, I 
remember sliding off the seat and scurrying over to see 
what damage had been caused by that final pull on the 
rope. The end of the barn suffered a slight bulge near the 
peak of the roof. 

The final outcome of this day on the farm wasn't as 
tragic as I feared. The barn didn't sustain serious struc- 
tural damage, probably thanks to the craftsmanship of 
those who built it many years before. Albert wasn’t angry. 
If anything, he was relieved that nobody was injured. My 
father felt I had made my best effort to stop, so I suffered 
no consequences from him. 

Albert also divulged that he had recently taken his trac- 
tor to the local repair shop for a tune-up. The clutch had 
been tightened. Apparently, the tightening had been over- 
done - at least compared to the strength of an 11-year-old 
boy on that fateful day. 

The Model A continued to serve as Albert’s sidekick in 
the field and barnyard. Meanwhile, I enjoyed more years 
at home driving tractors, albeit Farmall red. 

A few years after this initiation on a John Deere, and 
only mere months after my father had died, Albert 
stopped by to bid my mother and I farewell. He was re- 
tiring and was on his way to a new home in the city. He 
truly had been a friend and mentor. 

Years later, when I owned my own tractors and farm 
implements as an adult, my collection included two 1936 
John Deere tractors, an A and a B. I raised a family on an 
acreage on the opposite side of Iowa from my boyhood 
home. I tinkered, repaired and came to appreciate the 
quality built into those machines. 

And yes, I was able to operate and disengage the clutch. FC
